- 04/6 and it is the opinion of the Joint Chiefs of 

Staff that from the military point of view: 

"a, The National Security will be adversely 
affected if a working nucleus for the planning 
and coordination of psychological warfare is not 
brought into existence prior to war (or threat of 
war as determined by the President) ; 

"b, The effect of the recommendations in SWNCC 
304/6, as approved by the State-Army-Navy-Air 
Force Coordinating Committee, would be to post- 
pone, to a dangerously late date, the establish- 
ment of a psychological warfare organization; and 

"c, There should be established, as soon as 
practicable, under the National Security Council, 
a Psychological Warfare Organization, but with 
its peacetime scope and activities limited to that 
of a working nucleus for planning and coordination. 
"Accordingly, the Joint Chiefs of Staff recomuend 

that the pertinent Conclusions and Recommendations of 

SWNCC 304/6 be amended in the light of the above 

comments, " |
